There is a real possibility that most 
of the population of CSUS has been 
driving the streets and highways bliss- 
fully unaware of recent legislation that 
couldhaveamajorimpacton students’ 
wallets. Two changes to the state’s 
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required to show evidence that they have 
liability insurance if they are stopped by a 
peace officer for a traffic violation. In the 
past, that evidence was required only if the 
driver was involved in an accident. 

The second change is a provision re- 
quiring registered owners of a vehicle to 
file evidence of liability insurance when 
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mandatory insurance law have given it 
new teeth to enforce the requirement 
that all motor vehicles be insured be- 
fore driving in California. Drivers who 
don’ tmeetthe newrequirements could 
face fines of more than $1,000 and 
possibly have their car impounded if 
they are caught in violation of these 
changes. 

Since Jan. 1, drivers have been 


they renew their vehicle registration. The 
law covers cars, trucks, motorcycles and 
commercial vehicles. It does not apply if 
the vehicle is being registered in a non- 
operational status. 

One CSUS student found out the hard 
way about the new changes when she was 
pulled over by police last month. 

“Twas stopped by police and the officer 
asked me for my insurance,” said Cathy 
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DMV strains wallets by requiring

Rebello. ‘Thad the card the company gave 
me but it was from last year’s policy.” 

Rebello said the officer let her go with- 
out writing the citation but wamed her to 
keep the current copy with her in case the 
next officer was not as understanding. He 
told her that if another officer stopped her 
and she didn’ thave the valid card with her, 
her car could be impounded and towed 
away — even if her violation was as petty 
as a broken taillight. 

To make it convenient, the DMV will 
include instructions on how to comply 
with the law in each vehicle registration 
billing notice mailed out. For most people, 
itwill simply mean makingaphotocopy of 
the insurance identification card issued by 
mostinsurance companies and giving that 
copy tothe DMV. Theoriginalcardshould 
be kept in the vehicle so drivers can meet 
the requirement for carrying evidence of 
insurance. 

‘Those whoroutinely obtaininsurance 
fortheir vehicles have nothing tofear from 
this law,” said Sally Reed, of the DMV. 
“Those without insurance face fines and 
fees that probably exceed the cost of basic 
liability insurance required by state law.” 

Ifthe driver cannot presentevidence of 
insurance, he or she will be fined at least 
$1,350 for the first conviction. This in- 
cludes a minimum fine of $500 and $850 


in mandatory penalty assessments im- 
posed by the courts. Subsequent viola- 
tions will result in fines that are at least 
$2,700. 

If the driver was insured at the time 
ofthe citation, butwasunabletopresent 
it to the peace officer, the court can 
dismiss the charges when proof is pre- 
sented. The court can also order a 
vehicle to be impounded for being 
uninsured. 

If evidence of insurance is not pre- 
sented when a vehicle’s registration is 
renewed, the DMV will notify the 
vehicle’s owner that new tags cannot 
be issued. If the vehicle is driven with- 
out the new tags, the driver could be 
cited for lack of current registration as 
well as lack of insurance. 

Californiastatelawrequiresadriver 
to maintain aminimum liability policy 
for each vehicle with at least $15,000 
coverage for bodily injury to one per- 
son, at least $30,000 for all those who 
suffer bodily injury, and at least $5,000 
in coverage for damage to property as . 
the result of any one accident. The 
coverage only applies to damage coy- 
ered by the driver. Other insurance, 
suchasuninsured motoristcoverage, is 
not required by law.

Former mayor Rudin 
foresees revolt before 
democracy in Russia

Anne Rudin, former mayor of 
Sacramento, spoke at the Peace

mittee in Sac- 
ramento 
Thursday, 
Feb. 6. Her 
discussion 
titled “Rus- 
sia: Is De- 
mocracy Working?” was based on 
her work conducting seminars for 
women in Dubna, Russia. ss 

Rudin, along with two other 
American women, went to Dubna 
to help women students become 
active in politics. Rudin taught 
the students how to be activists 
by collecting facts, and planning 
and publicizing meetings. Rudin 
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says the feeling of intellectual 
oppression is still strong in Dubna 
and it is important for the stu- 
dents to learn persuasive public 
speaking skills to lobby for 
change. 

Rudin stated that the division 
of power between the rich and 
poor in Russia is so great that she 
feels there would be a revolution 
before true democracy is reached. 

According to Rudin, there is a 
growing catalyst movement. in 
Russia. 

“If people are frustrated at ev- 
ery turn, they are going to give 
up,” Rudin added. “You have to 
have a system of value.” ! 

Rudin concluded the seminar 
by stating that one person can 
make a difference; however, it 
will be a few generations before 
change becomes apparent.

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Car burglaries and thefts 
plague CSUS parking lots

A rash of car burglaries and car 
thefts plagued the CSUS campus last 
month. Most of the crimes occurred in 
the north and south dorm parking lots. 
According to University Police Inves- 
tigator John Hamrick, there were 13 
crimes reported. 

Although most of the crimes oc- 
curred in the dorm parking lots, lots 
one, seven and eight were targeted 
also. Seven of the crimes occurred 
during the midnight shift, while six 
occurred during the day or swing shift. 

Eleven cars were burglarized. Six 
of the cases reported the vehicles’ ste- 
reos were stolen, five of which had 
detachable face plates. From one ve- 
hicle, 100 CDs were stolen. An ampli- 
fier, acellular phone and several books 
and backpacks were taken from the 
other cars. 

Twocars were reported stolen. One 
was a 1988 Honda Prelude which was 
recovered one day later by the Califor- 
nia Highway Patrol. The CHP have a 
27 year-old white male in custody for 
allegedly committing the crime. The 
other stolen car was a. 1985 Buick 
Century, which has still not been re- 
covered. 

Nine of the cases reported that the 
burglars entered the car by breaking the 
windows. The other break-ins were 
caused by either punched door locks 
or by unknown methods. 

The owner of the Buick, John Trot- 
ter,aCSUS dorm resident, recalls walk- 
ing to where his car had been parked 
and discovered it missing. He said, “I 
found another car was parked in my 





space.” According to Trotter, there 
was no broken glass and nothing valu- 
able was in his car. He said there was 
nothing he could have done to prevent 
the theft. “The cops should be doing 
more rounds,” he said, “there should 
be more surveillance.” 

A memorandum to dorm residents 
sent by Troy Bucko, Area Director of 
Sierra and Sutter Halls, states “Com- 
munity Service Officers are on patrol 
from 10 p.m. to 3 a.m. every day. 
Campus police drive through the lots 
on a regular basis, and all parking lot 
lighting is inspected monthly to insure 
adequate light in all parking areas.” 

Bucko believes that a majority of the 
thefts could have been prevented if stu- 
dents had taken the time to conceal their 
valuables. Bucko’s memorandum states 
that students have about a one in 50 
chance of having their cars stolen. 

“Sacramento has over7,000 vehicles 
stolen each year,” states Bucko, “Pro- 
tect your car and your valuables. Don’t 
give a thief a reason to break into your

The Relic’s plot turns stale and characters stone-cold

The Relic, the latest offering from 
'the director of Timecop, is based on 
ithe novel by Douglas Preston and 
‘Lineoln’Child. It is a dark experi- 
‘ence in horror provided by the pro- 


ducer of Aliens, The Terminator and 
The Abyss. 

The story is set in the Chicago 
Field Museum, where a series of mys- 
terious gruesome murders take place. 
The murders threaten to close the 
museum’s much-anticipated exhibit 


on the world of superstition.

Healing herbs: An ancient 
cure for modern times 


Medicinal herbs, which have been 
used for centuries in many eastern coun- 
tries, have recently gained popularity in 
western countries. There are numerous 
varieties of herbal remedies available. 
They claim to cure anything from head- 
aches to heart disease. 

_ Products that were once found only in 
Asian markets have slowly made their 
way ontotheshelves ofhealth foodstores. 
Today, they can be found in most super- 
markets and pharmacies. 

Many of these herbal remedies have 
become’'so mainstream that they are ac- 
ceptedasconventional drugs. These prod- 
ucts include ginger (to prevent nausea), 
chamomile (used for indigestion) and 
garlic (to lower cholesterol). 

One herbal product that has grown 
especially popular in the United States is 
ginseng. It was used in Asia for thousands 
of years to cure such ailments as depres- 
sion, diabetes, stress, anemia and meno- 
pause. Today the herb is used as an 
aphrodisiac and an energy-booster. 

Ginseng can be candied and eaten, or 
itcan be ground and made into tea. More 
commonly, ginseng is mixed with other 
herbs such as bee pollen and sold in pill 
form. Onebrand of ginseng supplements, 
Ginsana, sells over 120 million capsules 
a year. 

Unlike most drugs, herbal remedies 
are not under tight watch by the FDA. 
These products were originally consid- 
ered neither foods nor drugs. Therefore 
manufacturers had no problem selling 
them as long as they didn’t use labels that 
claimed medicinal effects. After new leg- 
islation passed in 1993, herbal medicines, 
vitamins, minerals and otherhealthsupple- 
ments fell into their own category. 

Now these products are under differ- 
ent standards. They do not need to un- 
dergo the same strict testing procedures 
asover-the-counterand prescription drugs, 
nor do they need tomeet the same kind of 
quality control. The manufacturers may 
state the herb’s effect on the body, al- 
though they cannot claim that it will

prevent a certain disease. The biggest 
difference is that the manufacturer does 
nothave to prove thatits productis safe. 
Rather, itis the FDA’s responsibility to 
prove that it is unsafe. 

Whether certain herbs really workis 
still debatable. Most individuals gain 
information about a product by word of 
mouth since manufacturers’ claims are 
notallowed. This is usually the result of 
personal testimony thataparticularherb 
helped or cured an ailment. The prob- 
lem is that these testimonies may be the 
result of the placebo effect -— that is, 
individuals believe the drugs will work, 
so they feel better after taking them. 

One major controversy is whether 
some of these products can actually 

harm the body. Although many people 
relate “herbal” to “natural” and there- 
fore to “safe,” this is not necessarily the 
case. Often one herbal remedy can con- 
sist of more than one substance. When 
these substances are combined, they 
can produce dangerous reactions. 

Herbal remedies, like conventional 
medicine, can react to medications a 
patient is already taking. This is espe- 
cially common, because many people 
do not take the same precautions with 
herbal remedies as with taking conven- 
tional medicines. 

Some herbal remedies have proven 
harmful and even fatal. Often times, this 
is a result of contamination or 
misidentification of plants. Forexample, 
several individuals fell ill in New York 
in 1994 after drinking an herbal tea 
contaminated with a poisonous plant in 
the belladonna family. In another inci- 
dent, the once-popular shrub chaparral 
(a supposed cancer cure) was found to 
cause liver damage after a woman was 
hospitalized. The L-tryptophan pill (used 
for insomnia) was found to cause a 
disease which affects tissue matter and 
blood — more than 38 people died.

some herbs have been proven to have 
medicinal affects. These remedies in- 
clude: chamomile, ginger, garlic, haw- 
thorn (for heart disease), mild thistle (for 
liver damage), and valerian (for sleep 
problems). 

Drugs that the FDA has shown to 
cause harm include: comfrey, yohimbe, 
and ephedra (also known as ma huang). 
Comfrey has been shown to cause ob- 
structed blood flow from the liver, cause 
lung, kidney and gastrointestinal prob- 
lems and damage the unborn child in 
pregnant women. 

Yohimbe is sold for impotency, and 
overdoses can cause problems in the 


nervous system. These can eventually 
lead to fatigue, stomach problems, pa- 
ralysis and even death. 

Ephedrais sold for weight control and 
as an energy booster. It is often mixed 
with caffeine and has been linked to high 
blood pressure, nerve damage, muscle 
injury, psychosis, memory loss and 
strokes. 

According to some doctors, the best 
way to begin an herbal therapy regimen is 
to research each drug. There are several 
books on the market, and information on 
the internet. Also, people should check 
with their physicians and read product 
labels carefully.

Ash Wednesday gained its name 
from an old tradition where on Palm 
Sunday parishioners are given palm 
leaves. During the next year, their 
priest will ask worshipers to bring in 
those old palm leaves. These dried 
leaves will then be burned down to 
make ashes. These ashes symbol- 
ize mortality and the beginning of 
mourning. These ashes are used dur- 
ing mass on Ash Wednesday. The 
priest will smear the ashes on pa- 
rishioner foreheads in the sign of a 
cross while saying, “ashes to ashes, 
dust to dust.” These parishioners 
spend the rest of the day woes 
their ashes.

Hornets’ Boyd and Edwards celebrate 100th

It was a night that CSUS senior 
guard Damond Edwards won’t soon 
forget. Along with senior forward 
Michael Boyd, Edwards was playing 
inhis 100th career game at Sac State. 
Edwards played what could have been 
his best game as a member of the 
Hornets in a 97-83 win over Eastern 


: Washington on Saturday night at the 


Memorial Auditorium. 

Playing a virtually mistake-free 
game, Edwards scored a career-high 
36 points (12-20 FGs, 6-10 three 
pointers), and added six rebounds, 
seven assists, and four steals. A great 
example of how the game should be 
played, Edwards was all over the 
court, hustling and playing tough 
defense. Coming into the game as the 
all-time leader at Sac State with 324 
turnovers, Edwards committed none 
during the game. His outstanding 
performance earned Edwards Big Sky 
Conference men’s basketball Player 


of the Week award, announced Feb. 


10. 

“IT wish I had 100 more (games) to 
play in,” said Edwards. “Tonight was 
really a special night. My teammates 
just kept giving me the ball when I 
was open, and I felt like I wasn’t 


going to miss.’ 

With the win, Sac State (2-8, 3- 
17) moved past Eastern Washington 
(2-9, 6-15) to finally get out of the 
cellar in the Big Sky Conference. 
The 97 points scored was the most 
ever by a Sac State team under head 
coach Don Newman. 

“T think tonight was one of our 
best productions,” said Newman. 
“These guys have been working hard. 
They showed me a lot of pride. I’m 
glad they got rewarded with a vic- 
tory.” 

After a fast-paced, back-and-forth 
start, things did not look good for the 
Hornets. The Eagles found an open- 
ing in the middle of the Sac State 
defense, hitting on three straight mid- 
range jumpers to take a 12-6 lead 
with 16:21 left in the first half. The 
Hornets quickly adjusted their de- 
fense by clogging up the middle and 
went on a 14-2 run to take a 20-14 
lead with 11:57 left. 

The Eagles did not quit, though, 
and found themselves ahead 30-26 
with 4:43 left. But a mistake cost 
Eastern Washington its lead. Kevin 
Lewis converted on an alley-oop dunk 
to give the Eagles their 30-26 lead, but 
he was not completely satisfied. He 
continued hanging on the rim, swing- 
ing his legs in a show-boat fashion and 


came down awkwardly. He did the 
splits as he landed on the court and let 
out a yell. Leading EWU at that point 
with 12 points in only 13 minutes, 
Lewis did not return to the game due to 
an extended right knee. 

With Lewis out, Arthur Tate (21 
points, 10 rebounds) and Edwards hit 
important shots to put the Hornets back 
in the lead. The half ended on a down 
note for the Hornets as they committed 
ashotclock violation with five seconds 
left. The Eagles took advantage as Luke 
Egan hit a three pointer at the buzzer to 
give his team a 39-36 lead at the break. 

The first eight minutes of the sec- 
ond half went back and forth, with no 
team taking a lead of more than four 
points. The score was tied at 55 with 
12:48 left in the game when Edwards 
hit a jumper to give the Hornets a lead 
they would not relinquish. With under 
ten minutes to play, the duo of Boyd 


and Edwards took the team on their _ , 


backs and led the Hornets to victory. 
Boyd scored 15 of his 19 points in the 
game’s final ten minutes. Boyd also 
matched Tate with a game-high 10 
rebounds. David Drakeford led the 
Hornets with 10 assists. 

With 100 games under their belts, 
Edwards and Boyd are both tied for 
sixth place on the all-time games- 
played list. 
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The Hornets hit five homers in the weekend series, but still were swept by Northridge.

These fines can double with 
each subsequent conviction, and the 
vehicle may be impounded.

It is unfair to the law-abiding mo- 
torists to allow uninsured motorists 
to put the rest of the population at 
risk. Yes, insurance can be expen- 
sive. However, it would

This step is long over- 
due. 

It has always seemed a bit ridiculous 
that motorists be required to have 
insurance to drive, yet a peace offic- 
ers were not given the authority to 
ask a motorist for evidence of insur- 
ance. 

This new provision also requires 
that the driver have evidence of in- 
surance when registering a vehicle. 
If a vehicle does not have tags, the 
vehicle will be easily recognized by

The Legislature should not rest on its 
laurels and assume all the state’s mil- 
lions of drivers will flock to their nearest 
insurance agent and get the coverage 
they need. Many motorists will still be 
unable to afford insurance. Legislators 
need to begin looking at the issues sur- 
rounding the high premiums charged by 
the insurance companies in California. 
They also need to look for ways to devise 
a system of adequate, low-cost insurance

but still have chance 


at postseason berth

The Sacramento State women’s 
basketball team dropped two close 
games to Big Sky conference oppo- 
nents this past week but still are in 
the running for the conference tour- 
nament. 

As of now, the Hornets are sev- 
enth in the Big Sky but are ranked 
sixth. The top six seeds in the confer- 
ence are invited to tournament play. 

Coming off their road loss to Port- 
land State, in which the Hornets lost 
52-62, their home game against 
Eastern Washington saw the Sac 
State women give up 40 first-half 
points en route to a 71-59 defeat. 

“We played well in the second 
half of the Eastern Washington 
game,” head coach Sue Huffman 
said, “but we’re still having prob- 
lems putting 40 minutes to- 
gether.” 

Once again, guard Julie Wastell 
led all scores versus Portland State, 
scoring 13, and was second Saturday 

‘night with 18 against the Eagles. 

Also contributing to the Hornets’ 
efforts was junior center Keri Gar- 
land, who totaled 10 points and 8 
rebounds in the Eastern Washington 
game. 

“She’s [Garland] playing good 
now,” said Huffman. “Her scoring 
and rebounding is a real presence on 
the court.” 


Supporting Garland under the 
boards during the Eagles game were 
center Kellie Kuelper with 10 re- 
bounds and forward Maria Lara with 
8. Lara also finished tied for second 
in scoring with 16 points. 

In both games, the Hornets had 
problems getting out of the gate, as 
they were outscored by more than 20 
points against the Vikings in the first 
half and 10 points in the Eastern 
Washington game. 

However, in each game the Sac 
State women rallied back to make 
both close contests. If not for a late 
foul call, Saturday’s game against 
Eastern Washington might have 


_swung the other way as the Hornets 


scored 42 to Eastern Washington’s 
31 points in the last 30 minutes. The 
second half of the Portland game was 
also close, as the Hornets were 
outscored by only one point. 

This week the Hornets will be 
preparing for Big Sky powerhouse 
Montana, as Sac State gears up 
for a possible postseason appear- 
ance. 

“This is the first time we’ve 
ever had a postseason to fight for,” 
said Huffman.
